But if you do use the 
Bureau then send the cards direct to the 
station you talked to and not via a QSL 
Manager."...(Possible exception with 
Soviet stations where Box 88 Moscow Is 
the only way).

"If you keep your log in Universal] 
Coordinated Time (UTC) then the time on

clock (preferably 24 hour clock) in your 
hamshack that tells time in the 
International Standard. Formerly 
referred to as GMT, also refered to as 
zulu time by members of the military and 
‘MARS’ members. KEEP YOUR LOG IN UTC. 


“REMEMBER that the date changes at 0000. 
ants is early evening in the U.S. (4PM 


“Tf you work a station on April 1, 1987 
and you re 4/1/87 on the card and then 
send it to an overseas country there 
will be a problem. Most eye pene but 

e U.S. abbreviates date wit

out the NAME of the month. The biggest 
headache that QSL Managers have is 
trying to figure out the time and date 
you have worked their stations! 


“Be sure that all entries on your Cand 
are readable. If your handwriting is 
Boor PLEASE PRINT. If the Manager of a 
X Station cannot geciphet your writing 
you may get your card back or it may be 
filed in the ‘round file’ and you get no 
return QSL. DO NOT CORRECT MISTAKES, 
MAKE A NEW CARD. Correcting errors on a 
card that is later used to apply for 
awards could cause that card to be 
disqualified as ‘altered’. 


"SASE stands for ‘self addressed stamped 
envelope’ and SAE is ‘self addressed 
envelope’. ALWAYS send at least one 
SASE or SAE. If your request is for 
geveral cards and rs ad Boe | if it Is 
for more than one station that is 
handied by the Manager, send more than 
one envelope or be prepared to wait much 
longer for those cards. Postage 
expenses come out of the manager’s 
pocket. Standard letter size envelopes 
are poekerred by most Managers. If you 
don’t send the means for returning your 
card, it may come back via the Bureau or 
perhaps NOT AT ALL. (Some Managers 
refuse to answer Bureau cards.) When 
you send a request to an Overseas 
anager or direct to the station you 
want the card from, include IRCs 
CInternationa! Reply Coupons) for return 
and a SAE. Some folks sen : 
‘Greenstamps’ (U.S. dollar bills) for 
return postage. 


"Please use discretion when sending 
dollars overseas. They are good most 
everywhere. However, there are a few 
places where you may pet the person on 
he other end in trouble by sending 
money, or, he aay never receive it. |. 
Mall theft is quite common in some areas 
of the world. 


"If you fold your SASE put the fold in 
the bottom of the envelope in which you 
enclose it. Many SASEs have been cut in 
half by the letter opener because the 
fold was at the top! 


"BE PATIENT. Managers have various ways 
of receiving log Information but the 
most common is via the mail. Sometimes 
it may take six months due to the lack 
of mai) service to some remote islands. 
If the operation was a DXpedition the 


“cards may not be printed. until the 


Bereeon ls completed and if pictures 
QSLs are to be printed they take extra 
long. 

“QSLing is expensive. There is no way 
around it. Just remember that it is 
also costly for the fellow on the other 
end. And the more in demand He is, the 
more expense it is for him. Consider 
the stations most in demand in remote 
areas of the world." (I can think of at 
least two examples of island.countries 
where there is only one active amateur 
radio operator in the whole country.) 
"They must buy literally thousands of 
cards to answer that demand. If they 


_were also evpected to QSL via the. 


Bureau, theic Bureau may be a very long 
way away from them - or - they may not 
have a. bureau. Just the postage to send 
srveral hundred cards to the Bureau for 
distribution may be a prohibitive 
expense. So, the rarer the station, the 
less likely It is you can expect a card 
‘via the Bureau’. You must share the 
expense by making it easy for the 
station to return his card to you."

CONTEST DUPING BY BOB, N7CTY 

Well, here I am back after the fun CQWW 
weekend. I told you In the previous 
article that I would try out the 
Contesting dupe program and give the 
results. 


The program worked flawlessly, but I 
discovered some things that slow the 
process down. The paosean duped the 
calls all in less than a second, but 
because of the printer I use, I lost 
several seconds on each call while the 
information was being printed out. 


I believe this can be overcome if the 
printer you use has a built in buffer. 
he time for each call to be cuped and 
printed turned out to be about 2 to 3 
seconds. The only other glitch in the 
computer is that the interrupt is 
disabled when you save to disk, so you 
have to update the internal clock every 
few hours. This proved to be no 
problem. 


The major reason for using the printer 
for a hard pete out became very evident 
part way into the contest. I had the 
powee go out for a few seconds in the 
ouse, so al] the information in memory 
was lost, But because I saved the 
information every time there was a pause 
in calls coming in, I only had to load 
the program back in, load the cal] 
memory back in and enter the four calls 
on the hard CODY into memory. I only 
lost five minutes doing all this. I 
also noticed that my cypsng skills 
improved during the contest. 


The nice thing about using the computer 
is that when I was done, all the 
information was on disk. The next day I 
was able to score the log printout and 
using a short program I wrote, print out 
stickers for the QSL cards. Then all I 
had to do was put the stickers on the 
cards, mail the log and look at ay QSL 
Managers list for the calls I wanted to 
QSL direct. 


All in all I believe the program worked 
to the degree I wanted it to. If you 
wish more information Eanes drop me a 
line or cal] me at 357-5448.

If you’re planning to spend $500 on a 
tower, you should plan to spend another 
$500 on the guy system. That comes as a 
shock to most peop)e when puting up 
their first tower. It’s true. ood 
guys cost as much as a good tower and 

he guy system is no place to skimp. 
Your life depends on it... 


In Part VII we talked about fasteners 
for guys, mostly wire rope clips (cable 
clamps) and crimped-on copper fasteners. 
There is another way. Utility companies 
use a wrap-around device made of the 
same type of wire that the stiff, 
non-flexible guy cable is made of. This 
type of fastener is a couple of feet 
rang and wraps around the cable or ipping 
it like a "Chinese Finger Trap*. Calle 
“guy orl sg", these things grip tighter 

ghter as the tension on them 
increases. Each guy grip is made for a 
specific cable size and it would be bad 
news to try it on another size of cable. 
I definitely would not reuse one and I 
have never seen them used on flexible 
wire cope type cable. 


Those tear-crop shaped pieces of metal 
to prevent cable from wearin against a 
sharp edge are called "thimbles". Yes, 
that’s right, thimbles. I know they 
don’t look anything like thimbles. I 
can’t hele it. I didn’t name them. 
Anyway, it’s a good idea to use them 
anywhere the guy wire makes a epecp bend 
over an edge. sing 1/4 inch thimbles 
on 3/16 inch guy wire makes the whole 
installation process MUCH easier. I 
recommend S| tantly oversized thimbles 
for any guying job. 


Rohn makes some very good hardware for 
apcacning the guy wires to the tower. 
About half the Installations I have seen 
use this hardware and the other half 
que pass the guy wire around the tower 

eg and clamp It back on itself with two 
clamps Cor one copper: crimped fastener). 
If you choose not to use Rohn’s hardware 
on the tower, take precautions to pass 
the guy wire around the tower leg such 
that no strain is put on any of the 
tower’s welds. Ronn’s hardware can be 
installed with torque bars to help 
relieve the twisting action that occurs 
when a large beam is suddenly stopped 
with rotator breaking. 


Anchoring the guy wires to the ground is 
another interest ng subject. By far, 
the most common method is to use 
screw-in earth anchors. These are 
relatively Inexpensive and easy to 
Install for towers up to about 70 feet. 
The Rohn GAS604 Is a good choice (6 Inch 
plate. 4 foot rod). bove 70 feet 

arger anchors should be used and they 
get tough to install, even in ground 
without rocks. Since my towers are over 
i100 feet, I use MELT ity type anchors 
with rods 8 or 9 feet long. I diga 
hole slx feet deep and Dury the anchor 
with lots of rocks and at least a few 
cubic feet of concrete to hold the rocks 
together. Some of the more 
economy-minded hams I know have used 


buried engine blocks or automobile axels 
as earth anchors. Some have guyed to 
trees and that is a rotten idea. Trees 
fall down In the wind and if your tower 
Is attached... Well, you get the 
picture. = 


Don’t skimp on turnbuckles either. 
sypical hardware store turnbuckles are 
not generally good enough. Ask what the 
breaking strength is and if the sales 
person doesn’t know, you are in the 
wrong store. Hardware turnbuckles are 
for guying clothes!ines and shrubs... 
How serious is it if eney break? Good 
turnbuckles are made of forged stee] and 
the sales person will know how Strong 
they are. For 3/16 inch wire rope, 
recommend 1/2 inch forged steel 
turnbucklies. You wil] pay from $8 to 
$15 each for good turnbuckles. Bad 
turnbuckles are sometimes made out of 
aluminum, if you can imagine that. 


Another question to ponder is whether or 
not to break up your guy wires with 
insulators. Some do, some don’t. The 
idea is to prevent the guy wires from 
affecting the radiation pattern of the 
antenna on top of the tower or patterns 
of other nearby antennas as wel). It 
doesn’t make much sense to break up the 
guy wires and then hang an inverted vee 
on the tower. You may as well insulate 
the guy wires from the tower at the top 
and bottom and use them as the inverted 
vee. In any case, if you do choose to 
break up your guy wires with insulators, 
J have some information on how often 
that should be done. Maybe we will get 
an opportunity to publish that at a 
later date. » 


Have you heard of "Phillystrand’? It’s 
a strong fiberglass type of guy material 
that does not conduct and therefore does 
not need to be insulated. It costs a 
little more per foot than cable of the 
same strength but since insulators are 
not required, the overal] cost is about 
the game. It sounds great. Only one 
roblem. The outer coating, which looks 

ike the black vinyl coating on coax, 
can be lit on fire with an ordinary 
match. Once lit, the fire travels up 
the guy wire to the FOP with gobs of 
flam ng black goo droping on whatever is 
below it. (CYour roof, eR ae I know. 
I tried this experiment with a sample 
piece. I’m going to stay with steel 
cable, thank you.
